“In the 52nd month of a war 
without precedent in history, the 
French Army with the aid of the 
Allies had achieved the defeat of 
the enemy. 
“Our troops, animated by the 
purest spirit of sacrifice and giv­ 
ing during four years of uninter­ 
rupted fighting a sublime example 
of endurance and heroism daily, 
have fulfilled the task confided to 
them by the 
mother 
country, 
meeting at times with indomitable 
energy the enemy assaults and at 
other times themselves attacking 
—tbus bringing victory. 
“They have, after a decisive of­ 
fensive of four months, thrown 
into disorder, beaten and thrown 
out of France the powerful Ger­ 
man Army. They have compelled 
it to beg for peace. 
All the con­ 
ditions reouired for the suspen­ 
sion of hostilities having been ac­ 
cepted by the enemy, an armistice 
came into force this morning at 
eleven o’clock. 
“The war was over, but all of these 
two million men who came to the 
chores of Sunny France would not re­ 
turn. 
Under arms in the World War 
were 65,000,000 men. Casualties, dead 
ind wounded, total more than 37,- 
000,000. 
“That tells only a part of the story 
of horror. 
Memory is short. 
Hu­ 
manity likes to forget the unpleasant 
fide of life. 
That is why catastro- 
ohies like wars will ever be repeated. 
One generation, trying to forget, finds 
o impress indelibly on the minds of j 
the rising generation the frightful­ 
ness, the awfulness, the sorrow, and 
‘he futility of the battlefield. 
No Place For Pacifists 
“The anniversary of Armsitice Day 
nevitably brings to the veteran who 
‘’ought a jiieture of the last day of the J 
combat. 
It brings memories of the 
men who fought along side of them; 
of those, who were still present on 
hat day, those killed in various com-j 
bats, and of those absent because of 
sickness or wounds, brought on by the 
hardships of campaigning and by bat­ 
tle. 
At the same time memories of 
he tense emotions experienced during 
fhe war and the feeling* which the J 
md brought come back as vivid re­ 
minders of what 
that 
day 
really j 
meant. With the thoughts of the real 
Armistice 
Day 
of 
1918 
coursing 
‘hrough his brain, with the emotions 
>f that day again dominant in his 
heart, the veteran cannot but ex- 
oerience a feeling of resentment that 
m y of his fellowmen should consider 
the anniversary of the day one in the 
celebration 
of 
which 
the Pacifist 
should be allowed any part. 
“Our past history repeatedly proves ] 
that had not the bearing of arms in j 
the service of one’s country been con­ 
sidered an honor, that had not the ma- j 
iority of the men of the country be­ 
lieved that no sacrifice of property or 
life was too great to be made to in­ 
sure the continuance of our principles, 
there would be today no United States 
of America. 
“If there must be pacifists, let them 
have their own day, under their own 
leaders, in such a way that they can 
be counted by those who do not agree 
with them. 
Armistice Day should be 
the day for the glorification of the 
fact that we still breed men unafraid 
to give everything for their country, 
and who believe it an honor and a 
glory to do so.”
